Minutes of the First Business 
Meeting 


| ipe FIRST BUSINESS meeting was called to 
order by President Randolph at 8:35 a.m. 
April 4, 1955. On roll call of chapters delegates 
from 112 chapters were reported present, with 
an attendance of 524. (Late registrations and 
visitors increased the total attendance to 554 
with 116 chapters represented). An address of 
welcome was given by President George H. 
Armacost of Redlands University. E. R. Nich- 
ols, founder of Pi Kappa Delta, was intro- 
duced and addressed the convention. Nichols 
proposed that Fred Fagg, who attended the 
first national convention of Pi Kappa Delta, 
and is now President of the University of 
Southern California be invited to attend the 
convention banquet as guest. (This request 
was complied with and President Fagg ex- 
tended his regrets because of previous com- 
mitments. )

President Randolph explained that the first 
nine rows would be reserved for voting dele- 
gates at the other business meetings with 
standards provided for state delegations. Ad- 
journment. 


Second Business Meeting, Tuesday, 
April 5, 1955, 10:30 a.m. 


Ballots were distributed on roll call for the 
election of president and vice-president. 
Chairman Collins presented the four eligible 
candidates, Theodore F. Nelson, St. Olaf Col- 
lege; L. E. Norton, Bradley University; Roy 
D. Murphy, Southwest Louisiana Institute; 
and Ethel Kaump, McKendree College. 





The report of the Secretary-treasurer was 
given. D. J. Nabors, national secretary-treas- 
urer, reported that 1140 new members had 
been added to Pi Kappa Delta since his term 
began August 1, 1953, that with 400 new 
members for the current year to date, mem- 
berships are running ahead of 1953-54. He an- 
nounced that the increase in membership fees 
from five to seven dollars has made it possible 
to pay all current expenses without drawing 
on the reserves. Major items of expense for 
the preceding year were: publication of the 
Forensic— $2,347.34; printing—$636.23; secre- 
tarial help and supplies—$1,698.49; moving 
the office of secretary from Greeley, Colorado 
to Ada, Oklahoma—$237.58; $200.00 was con- 
tributed to the Westfall Memorial Scholar- 
ship Fund, and $2,223.37 spent for keys. A 
reserve of $3,000.00 is invested in Colorado 
State College Bonds, and $1,000.00 in U.S. 
Government bonds that matured in 1955 has 
been held in reserve in the checking account 
until after the national convention and will be 
reinvested if not needed to defray a part of the 
convention expense. 


The secretary reported that key orders are 
now being shipped directly from the Balfour 
Company in order to save time on the de- 
livery of keys. A price list on all keys has 
been made available to simplify key orders. 
As a public relations move, a personal letter 
was written to each president of all Pi Kappa 
Delta chapters with a report on the status of 
the chapter. Over 100 replies were received. 
3000 calendar cards were distributed through 
the local chapters, speech conventions and 
tournaments. Fewer than ten per cent of the 
chapters took advantage of the one free mem- 
bership allowed each year. Southwestern 
State College, Oklahoma, has set an example 
for others to follow by making the new gov- 
ernor of Oklahoma, Raymond S. Gary, an 
honorary member. Attention was called to vol. 
I of the Grand Catalogue of Pi Kappa Delta 
which contains the names of the first ten 
thousand members which was avialable for 
inspection at the registration desk. Complete 
membership records were sent to all chapters 
making requests for such a list. In closing the 
secretary said: 


“Pi Kappa Delta is a federation that op- 
erates on three levels, the local, the provincial, 
and the national. At all three levels we need 
a sound program that we can be proud of, 
that we can justify on the basis of recent 
trends in the philosophy of education and 
the teaching of speech. Having developed 
such a program we should not put our candle 


under a bushel, but in its rightful place to 
continue to light the way for others in speech 
education.” 

Motion to accept report of secretary-treas- 
urer carried. 

The name of Emmett T. Long, George Pep- 
perdine College was submitted as editor of 
the Forensic. Motion to elect. Carried. 

Collins reporting for the nomination com- 
mittee announced the election of Theodore F. 
Nelson, St. Olaf as president, and L. E, Norton, 
Bradley University, as vice-president. 

Ethel Kaump reporting for the committee 
on constitutional revision moved that the 
Article V, Division C, section 2; be amended 
by inserting the words “these students not to 
be contestants at the Convention,” after the 
words “one man and one woman” in line 6. 
An amendment was proposed by Ford that 
the words, “in not more than one event” be 
added. After lengthy discussion the proposed 
amendment was referred back to the commit- 
tee for further consideration. 

It was recommended that the constitution 
be revised in Article V, Division C, Section 
2, by inserting the words, “The editor shall 
be an ex-officio, non-voting member of the 
National Council who shall be present at all 
Council meetings. Motion carried with one 
dissenting vote. 


It was moved to revise the constitution. 
Article V, Division C, Section 5, subsection b; 
by striking subsection b and inserting: (b) 
Public relations and Research. The President 
shall appoint a permanent Public Relations 
and Research Committee made up of three 
members, one to be designated as chairman. 
Each member to be rotated on a two year 
basis. The duty of this committee shall be to 
advance the interests of Pi Kappa Delta by 
furnishing information about the society and 
its goals and purposes to newspapers, educa- 
tional groups, and the general public, to en- 
courage and evaluate projects and to gather 
and compile data in the field of speech,” and 
to strike “research committee” from (c) page 
22. Motion carried. 


It was proposed to amend the constitution 
Article III Section 1; by inserting the words 
“carrying a minimum of twelve semester 
hours of regular college subjects with at least 
a B-grade point average in all subjects,” after 
the words “in good standing” in line 4. An 
amendment was offered that the “upper quar- 
tile” be substituted for “B-grade point av- 
erage,” lost for want of a second. After discus- 
sion, motion was made to table the proposed 
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amendment until the next business meeting. 
Passed. Adjournment. 


Minutes of the Third Business 
Meeting, April 8, 1955, 2:30 p.m. 


On the roll call ballots were distributed for 
the election of three members of the National 
Council. Chairman Collins explained the pro- 
cedure to be followed in the election, and 
presented the names of the following candi- 
dates submitted by the nominations commit- 
tee; Harvey Cromwell, Mississippi State Col- 
lege for Women, Charles T. Battin, College of 
Puget Sound, Ethel Kaump, McKendree Col- 
lege, Jess Gern, Western State College, Colo- 
rado, and Roy D. Murphy, Southwest Louisi- 
ana Institute. Motion to accept the report of 
the committee was made and passed. The 
name of Dr. Eugene Moulton, Redlands Uni- 
versity, was added on the call for nominations 
from the floor. 


The report from the Committee on Con- 
vention Invitations was presented by Chair- 
man Edward S. Betz. He stated that invita- 
tions for the 1957 Convention had been re- 
ceived from South Dakota State College, 
Brookings, South Dakota, and Oklahoma A&M 
College, Stillwater, Okahoma. Governor Ced- 
ric L. Crink, Province of the Lower Missis- 
sippi, announced that the Province had en- 
dorsed the invitation of Oklahoma A&M and 
pledged financial support if the invitation 
were accepted. No action was taken and the 
matter of selection of the next convention sit? 
was left in the hands of the National Council. 


The report of the Charter and Standards 
Committee was given by Roy D. Murphy, 
Chairman. The committee recommended that 
the charters of the following chapters be re- 
voked: Arkansas State College, Jonesboro; 
William Penn, Iowa; Kansas Wesleyan Uni- 
versity; West Virginia Wesleyan; Seton Hill, 
Pennsylvania; Sam Houston State Teachers, 
Texas; and John B. Stetson, Florida. 


The committee recommended that the fol- 
lowing be placed on probation for a period of 
two years: Ouachita College, Arkansas; De- 
Paul University, Illinois; Frankin College, In- 
diana; Westmar College, Iowa; Kentucky 
Wesleyan; Millsaps College, Mississippi; Tulsa 
University, Oklahoma; University of South 
Carolina; Carson-Newman, Tennes- 
see; Southwestern State Teachers, Texas;

The report of the Committee on Convention 
Evaluation was presented by Chairman Ira 
G. Morrison as follows: 
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Report of the Committee on 
Convention Evalutaion 


The Committee on Convention Evaluation 
deems it proper to report to this convention 
assembled, on only those subject matters of 
organizational policies that may be beneficial 
in planning the 1957 convention. 

The Committee has made extensive in- 
quiries among student and faculty delegates 
and has received many and varied sugges- 
tions. Those suggestions of a purely local or 
temporary nature will be reported at a later 
date to the National Council for use in its 
deliberations, 

The Committe wishes to make the follow- 
ing observations: 

1. That uniform numerical ratings on 
judges’ ballots be designed to eliminate 
the possibility of confusion in the tabula- 
tion of individual ratings in all contests; 

2. That the time limit in oratory contests be 
recinded and the word limit be restored; 

3. That the members of the Judging Com- 
mittee be required to assemble for ac- 
tive duty several days prior to the open- 
ing of the Convention; 

4. That it shall be a stipulated duty of the 
Committee on Convention Arrange- 
ments and Program to provide specific, 
designated rooms and time of meetings 
for all Convention Committees on the 
first and last day of the Convention; 

5. That plans be laid to secure at least two 
nationally known authorities to address 
the Convention on speech subjects per- 
tinent to our contest endeavors; 

6. That one general session, preferably 
preceeding the first Business-Session, be 
devoted to various aspects of Parlia- 
mentary Law; 

7. And lastly that the Council do something 
about the contest in Public Discussion. 

It is the observation of this committee that 
more unfavorable remarks have been made 
on the contest of Public Discussion than on all 
other matters of Convention interest com- 
bined. For that reason the Committee recom- 
mends that the National Council be instructed 
to do either one of two things: 

1. Appoint a special sub-committee to poll 
the membership on the subject of Pub- 
lic Discussion as a contest event, to make 
a thorough survey and study of Public 
Discussion as a contest event, to report 
their findings to the National Council in 
time to make competent plans for the 
next National Convention; 





2. Or that the National Council strike Pub- 
lic Discussion from the program of con- 
test events.

It was proposed that the term “supple- 
mented with public speaking proficiency dem- 
onstrated in audience situations” be added as 
a requirement for the new order of curricular 
speech under consideration. It was moved 
that the assembly organize itself into a Com- 
mittee of the Whole for consideration of the 
basic principles involved in the issue of the 
new order. The motion passed, and Forrest H. 
Rose, parliamentarian was appointed to pre- 
side as the Chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole. President-Elect, Theodore F. Nelson, 
explained the thinking of the National Coun- 
cil in recommending that the order of cur- 
ricular speech be adopted. It was proposed 
that debate should be retained as a separate 
order with four orders being established 
namely; debate, intercollegiate speech, cur- 
ricular speech and instruction. An amend- 
ment was offered that consideration of the 
revision of the orders be carried over until 
the next National Convention. Motion lost. 
Motion was made that the Committee of the 
Whole rise and report. Carried. Motion that 
the report of the Committee be adopted was 
made. A substitute motion was proposed by 
Keiser, Lenoir Rhyne, that further study of 
the revision of the orders be made by a com- 
mitte composed of the National Council and 
three others to be appointed by the President. 
Motion to amend was offered that the follow- 
ing be added, “three members of the com- 
mittee to be students who will be in school in 
1957.” Amendment carried. Vote on the sub- 
stitute motion carried. Motion to adjourn.

A FINAL LETTER 
FROM OUR 
PRESIDENT 


D. J. NABORS

This is the last page I shall be writing as your president; 
so it is time to cast accounts as well as to look to the future. 
Freshest in my mind is our national convention at Red- 
lands, from which I arived home exactly one week ago. All 
in all, it was a fine convention. Sure, there were snags and 
difficulties, debates and hassels; but we tackled our prob- 
lems with a good spirit. Most of the immediate problems 
were overcome on the scene; and from our discussions on 
matters of long-range policy will come ultimately, I am 
convinced, a stronger Pi Kappa Delta. The give and take of 
true democratic procedure was exemplified perfectly at our 
business sessions. 


Everyone who attended contributed to the success of the 
convention, naturally; but it seems to me that three groups 
of people deserve special credit. We owe a big vote of 
thanks, first, to our hosts at the University of Redlands. 
Dr. Gene Moulton, the administration, and the students of 
the Redlands forensic squad worked hard to set things up 
in advance and equally hard to iron out the difficulties 
which inevitably arise when a convention as large as ours 
gets under way. Second, I would like to pay a tribute to 
those largely unsung heroes of behind-the-lines activity, 
the convention and contest committees. The real work at 
Redlands was carried on by them; they took all the com- 
plaints, and got very little of the credit. Members of many 
of the commitees carried a full judging load in addition to 
their other work. Finally, credit should go to the national 
officers of Pi Kappa Delta. Editors Cromwell and Pfister 
plugged nobly for the convention in the Forensic. The 
members of the Council worked for two years on plans for 
the event. Nor should I forget the student representatives 
on the Council, who worked on committees and assisted the 
Council materially in gauging public opinion on various 
issues. 

At one time during a business session some rather harsh 
things were said about the Council. I hope they were said 
in the heat of debate, only. Your Council is no self-perpet- 
uating hierarchy. At any convention the delegates may re- 
place fifty percent of its permanent members, and thus 
institute completely new policies. Our Constitution pro- 
vides for the continual infusion of new blood into the di- 
recting body of your fraternity. Its members serve without 
pay other than the defraying of necessary expenses; their 
sole aim is a better Pi Kappa Delta. 


Now for a brief look at the future. May I solicit for your 
new president, Theodore Nelson, the same cooperation 
which it has been my good fortune to receive from every- 
one in the fraternity. The Council which you have elected 
for the next biennium is an unusually strong one; give it 
your full support. And send Editor Emmett Long articles 
and full accounts of your chapter activities; after all, it’s 
your Forensic as much as his. 
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I welcome the invitation of the editor of the Fo- 
RENSIC to make this statement of policy and to present 
a brief autobiographical sketch of my life. I am grate- 
ful for the honor of serving as your National Presi- 
dent and for this expression of confidence on the part 
of the many forensic directors and students who have 
known me as a fellow-traveler in the tournament cir- 
cuits of the country. My purpose will be to improve the 
forensic activities of our fraternity. As directors of 
competitive speech training, let us reevaluate con- 
stantly the philosophy and practices of our program. 
We must keep our eyes on the kind of products our 
disciplines produce. When our speakers become per- 
formers rather than communicators, seekers of de- 
cisions rather than of truth, egotistical and contentious 
rather than altruistic and cooperative, and self- 
assertive rather than socially sensitive, we had better 
analyze our approach to the training of our students. 
Such results stem not from the inherent nature of our 
activities, but from misplaced emphases. 


My hope also is that we may secure the careful con- 
sideration of our chapters of the proposal to give rec- 
ognition to those students on our campuses who be- 
come effective speakers via other avenues than that 
of intercollegiate contests. Our fellowship need not be 
only with debaters and orators. Our real kinship is 
with all who recognize the importance of “persuasion, 
beautiful and just.” We need not be strangers to those 
who travel a different road to the same destination. 


My autobiography begins with the black, loam soil 
of southern Minnesota, where I spent my early boy- 
hood. During undergraduate days, my membership in 
Pi Kappa Delta resulted from representing Gustavus 
Adolphus College, Minnesota Gamma, St. Peter, Min- 
nesota, in the state oratorical contest. My teaching ca- 
reer began as a high school instructor of chemistry and 
physics. Summer session graduate study at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota led to a masters degree in edu- 
cation and English. During these early years I di- 
rected forensic activities in the public high schools 
at Mendota and Pekin, Illinois. My speakers and de- 
baters participated regularly in the high school 
league’s contests and in the tournaments sponsored 
by the National Forensic League. After summer ses- 
sions and a year’s residence at Iowa City, I received 
a doctor of philosophy degree in speech from the State 
University of Iowa. My first college teaching assign- 
ment was at Allegheny College in Meadville, Pennsyl- 
vania, where forensics occupied much of my extra- 
curricular time. In the fall of 1946 I moved to St. Olaf 
College in Northfield, Minnesota, as chairman of the 
department of speech and director of forensics. It was 
my good fortune to marry the girl I met and wooed 
during undergraduate days. We have two sons, one 
of whom participated in the debate, oratory, and dis- 
cussion events at the Redlands Convention.

RESOLUTION NO. ONE: 


WHEREAS, The year 1954 saw more people 
than ever before in the nation’s schools, and 


WHEREAS, The estimated enrollment figures 
released by the Department of Education show 
37,706,500 or one/fifth of our population in Ameri- 
can classrooms during the current 1954-55 school 
year, and 

WHEREAS, Housing, equipping and teaching 
American youth will remain the most significant 
problem for many years to come... 

BEIT THEREFORE RESOLVED, That this 1955 
Pi Kappa Delta Convention go on record as ap- 
proving the establishment of federal appropria- 
tions which would be distributed through a na- 
tional board of collective representatives of the 
various states to individual state agencies for pub- 
lic schools in direct proportion to their needs and 
allowing these said appropriations only after all 
effective means within same states have been 
utilized. 


RESOLUTION NO. TWO: 


WHEREAS, 1955 Pi Kappa Delta Convention, 
through its representatives in discussion, has 
described the goals of education as given to each 
individual in our society the opportunity to live 
in a democracy with adequate education in lead- 
ership, civic responsibility, social adjustment, and 
better use of leisure time .. . 

BE IT THEREFORE RESOLVED, That a na- 
tional advisory committee should be established, 
composed of representative educators and lay 
leaders to establish minimum essential levels for 
teachers, curriculum, and facilities in these spe- 
cific ways: 

1. Every teacher is to have a bachelor’s degree. 

2. Set minimum standards of core curricula in 

elementary and secondary education. 

3. To establish transferable credits. 

4. To establish transferable teacher credentials. 

5. To promote academic freedom in school sys- 

tems. 

6. To integrate a federal aid program with our 

school system. 

7. To establish higher standards for educational 

administrators. 

8. To establish a uniform age standard for en- 
trance into the public school system.

Dear PKD’s! 

As the clock on the corner bank tolled 
3:00 a.m., April 13, we (the three girls from 
MSCW, Mama, our daughter Betty Jane and 
I) rolled into Columbus, Mississippi, from 
Redlands University. Our Chamber of Com- 
merce is somewhat reticent about advertising 
Mississippi sunshine, but it was really enjoy- 
able to drive at night with the windows down 
and without a coat. California noontime sun- 
shine at Redlands, however, was as advertised. 
It was cool at night. The scenery was truly 
picturesque. The snow-capped mountains, 
the well planned and tended campus, oranges, 
grapefruits and lemons, to be had for the pick- 
ing (except for a law against it), the clear 
blue skies with cirrus, cumulus, and an oc- 
casional cumulo—status—all created a lasting 
vision of the 1955 National Convention for 
those attending. We had a wonderful time at 
Redlands and regret all of you were not there. 
The Convention was well panned and exe- 
cuted; the food, delicious; the hosts, superb. 

We, as did many of the delegates who drove, 
experienced Mother Nature in the raw; a
